The third man of the Rroup of 
three who had left 
the 
dirigible 
Italia ice camp 4 3 days ago— Finn 
Malmgren, 
Swedish 
meterologiat, 
was found dead. 
Tie had 
died 
a 
month ago. 


News of the rescue, effected after 
nearly a month of straggle by the 
bin Krassln through 
jammed 
Ice 
since sh e left Leningrad. Russia, on 
June 15, was wirelessed from the 
Krassin shortly before I P. M. today. 
Zappi 
and 
Mariano 
were 
half 
frozen, and exhausted from starva­ 
tion. 
One of Mariano's legs was 
hopelessly frostbitten. 
Oapt. 
Zappi. 
physicians 
found. 
was well and had stood his ordeal 
with astounding fortitude. 
Malmgren, the rescued explorers 
said, died near Brok Island. 
Zappi ami Mariano had been with­ 
out food for thirteen days when they 
were found. 
Their condition was surprisingly 
good as compared with that of the 
men they left at the Italia ice camp. 
who are despondent, ill, and unable 
to eat the limited rations they have. 
.W ith Mslmgren’s body, over which 
they had kept vigil— that was th* 
inert 
form Aviator 
Chukhnovsky. 
who discovered the party 
Tuesday 
night, had seen on toe 
ice 
beside 
them 
the two Italian naval officers 
were 
taken 
aboard 
the 
Krassin, 
which resumed at once 
lier 
fight 
through the ice to effect other I es 
cues. 
Because of their knowledge of th* 
condition of tile men at the Italia 
camp, the leaders aboard the Krassin 
decided to make at once for their ice 
flo e and try to rescue them. 
At first 
it had been planned 
to 
pick 
up 
Chukhnovsky and his 
companions 
and then proceed to the rescue of 
the ice camp group under Lieut. Al­ 
fredo Viglleri, who assumed 
com 
mand as senior officer when Gen. I'm 
berto Nobile was rescued by airplane. 
Zappi and Mariano said they had 
abandoned hope until Chukhnovsky’s 
airplane roared through the air to­ 
ward them through the fog, sighted 
them as they waved with excitement 
and circled over them five times t< 
indicate that it had seen them. 
During the intervening hours he 
tween Tuesday 
night 
and 
today 
they knew that rescue was near, they 
said. 
Physicians attended the two ex­ 
plorers as the Krassin’s complement 
crowded 
around 
them, 
trying 
to 
piece together tile bits of the grue­ 
some, heroic story they told of their 
fight to reach land, a world away on 
the horizon, and how they kept a 
month-long vigil beside the 
dead, 
frozen body of their leader. 
It was impossible for the dazed 
men to say how far they had walker 
over the ice. 
It had drifted, appar­ 
ently aimlessly iii cross-currents, one 
way and another 
as had the ice 
floe from which they started off Foyil 
Island. 
With Malmgren, who like them 
refused to wait for what they thought 
was inevitable death hut determined 
to meet it half way in a gallant, a1 
most hopeless fight for life, they had 
left the Italia ice floe camp May 30. 
Early this week they w’ere given up 
definitely for lost, though 
it 
was 
conceded that they night conceivably 
live, on the 40 pounds of rations 
they carried, until next Monday. 
Malmgren was an expert in 
the 
Arctic, the veteran of other 
fights 
for life. 
He knew the ice and how­ 
to get over it. 
That he should have 
died and that his two companions 
Italians from the south of Europe— 
should have remained alive 
for 
a 
month afterward, is one af the most 
surprising of the many surprising 
stories that the now historic tragedy 
of the Italia's loss, after its north 
pole flight, has brought forth. 
Mariano and Zappi were found yes 
terday by Chukhnovsky as he flew 
with four companions in the three- 
motored Fokker seaplane from 
the 
Krassin, his mother-ship. 
Unable to land. Chukhnovsky re­ 
turned to the Krassin after circling
